Congressman J. A. Goulden, one of Ad- 


ams County's most distinguished sons, 
dropped dead in the Broad Street Station, - 
ef the P. R. R. at Philadelphia on Monday 
afternoon. Mr. Goulden had been to' 
Maryland on business, and was on the 
way to his home in New York City when 
stricken. Congressman Goulden was born 
on the old Goulden farm in Germany 
towiibiiip. near Liuiesiowu, on August i, 
1S44, and entered the navy at the out- 
break of the civil war and later served in 
the army until peace was declared. He be- 
came connected with educational work and 
from 18S4 to 1SSS he was State manager 
of the Pennsylvanioa Reformatory.

ter retiring from the position he removed 
to New York, where, in 1893, he was ap- 
pointed school commissioner, serving for 
5 years. He represented the Twenty- 
third congressional district, as a Democrat 
in the 58th, 59th, 60th. 61st and 63rd, 
Congress. He was designated and con- 
firmed at the primaries in 1914 and re- 
elected to the 64th Congress. His pa- 
rents, who died some years ago, were Wil- • 
liam and Mary A. (Wivell) Goulden.

Now is the time to begin the fight 


against flies, in homes and stables 
and stores. There are other ways of 
fighting the disease-bringing pests be- 


The Parts of the Fly Trap. 


sides swatting them and setting out 
fly paper, sticky or poisonous. One 
of the most effective ways is .to trap 
them in large quantities. 
Many fly 


traps have been invented, but here is 
one to which your Uncle Sam gives 
his official approval, for the depart- 
ment of agriculture issued a special 
bulletin describing it and tailing how 
to make it. Any boy can make one, 
(t is so simple. 


The trap was either discovered or 


invented by one of the department's 
agents in South Carolina, where he in- 
troduced it with great success. It can 
be made of any size, but the most gen- 
erally useful is about 16 inches long, 
12 inches high and 8 inches wide. The 
materials will cost from 10 to 20 cents. 


The trap is in three detachable 


parts, lettered A, B and C in the pic- 
ture. 
These are held together by 


hooks (D) at either end. On the bot- 
tom section (C) are two pieces of 
tin, fastened with tacks. These are 
to hold the bait. The top of a black- 
ing can or a milk or paint tin serves 
well for this purpose. 
The middle 


section (B) is a frame covered with 
wire netting. It is like a gable roof. 
In it are six holes tF) to let the flies 
through into the upper section (A). 
This is an oblong cage, also of wire 
netting, and is let down over the sec- 
tions. 


The flies, attracted by the bait, en-

ter around the bottom (C), and, hav- 
ing fed, fly upward, seeking an exit. 
They go through the holes into the 
outer cage, from which there is no 
escape. When enough flies have been 
caught the trap is immersed in water. 
The handle (H) will be found conven- 
ient for carrying the trap. 


Fight Unemployment Evil. 


In France every city of more than 


10,000 population is required to estab- 
lish a free municipal employment bu- 
reau. The bureau is composed of an 
equal number of employers and wage 
earners, known as a "parity commis- 
sion." It is appointed by the mayor. 
The system has worked to great ad- 
vantage in mitigating the evils of un- 
employment In 1912 there were 31,- 
657 demands for work, divided among 
25 bureaus, and 31,315 offers of em- 
ployment were made to meet these de- 
mands. Of these, 21,520 were accept- 
ed. By co-operation of the various bu-

Fight Unemployment Evil. 


In France every city of more than 
10,000 population is required to estab­ 
lish a free municipal employment bu­ 
reau. 
The bureau is composed of an 
equal number of employers and wage 
earners, known as a "parity commis­ 
sion." 
It is appointed by the mayor. 
The system has worked to great ad­ 
vantage in mitigating the evils of un­ 
employment. 
In 1912 there were 31,- 
657 demands for work, divided among 
25 bureaus, and 31,315 offers of em­ 
ployment were made to meet these de­ 
mands. Of these, 21,520 were accept­ 
ed. By co-operation of the various bu­ 
reaus the floating labor is kept under 
supervision 
and 
mobilized 
where 
greatest need and opportunity exist.

Death of Judge McClean. 


After an illness of about ten days from 


pleuro pneuonia, Ex-Judge William Mo- 
Clean died at his home in Gettysburg 
on Friday morning at 1:10 o'clock. Be 
was aged S2 years. 1 month and 17 days. 


Ju'hre McClean'was a son of the late 


Moses and Hannah (McConaughy) Mc- 
Clean and was bcrn in Gettj-sburg. He 
attended Pennsylvania College, Gettys- 
burg, for three years and was compelled to 
give up his studies on account of ill health. 
Later he was graduated from Washing- 
ton and Jefferson College, and prepared for 
the profession of lav,- at the Harvard Law 
school. Returning to Gettysburg, he was 
admitted to the cuunty bar. He was elect- 
ed District Attorney of Adams county, and 
in 1874 was the successful candidate of the 
Democratic party for President Judge of 
the county court. After the term of ten 
years, he was unanimously re-plected to 
succed himself as Jiulge. the Republicans 
not putting a candidate in the field against 


1S94 by the present incumbent, Hon. Sam- 
uel McCurdy Swope. During his service 
on the bench, Judge McClean presided at 
two murder trials, which resulted in a con- 
viction in each case. The first case was 
that of John Coyle, which was transferred 
from York county. Later was the case of 
Henry Heist. Both men were sentenced 
to death by Judge McClean. and were ex- 
ecuted at the county jail. Upon the elec- 
tion of Samuel McC. Swope to the bench 
in 1S94, Judge McClean again resumed his 
active practice and continued in his pro- 
fession to the time of his death. 


As a trial-lawyer. Judge McCIcaa had 


no peer in this section of the State, and as 
a Judge, SO per cent, of the cases, appeal- 
ed from his decisions were upheld by the 
higher courts. He was a member of the 
Constitutional convention whith met in 
Philadelphia in 1673 for the purpose of re- 
vising the constitution of the State. 


Judge McClean was the cadidate of the 


paity for Congress in 1902, but was defeat- 
ed by D. F. Lafeaa, the Republican nom- 
inee. 


Judge McClean was twice married, his 


first v, if e being Miss Fannie Wiggin, of Sal- 
bury, Md., to whom he was married June 
llth, 1855. Of this union three children 
survive, Mrs. Mary Stork, Miss Olivia Mc- 
Clean and Wm. Arch McClean, Esq., all of 
Gettysburg, the latter editor of the Get- 
tysburg "Compiler.1- On December 10th, 
1874, Judge McClean was married to Miss 
Matilda Gates, of Kittanning, Pa.

was one son of this union. St. John Mc- 
Clean, of Camden. X. J. The deceased 
had been a widower fora number of years. 
He is also survived bo two sisters, Mrs. 
Sarah Richards, of Allento-.vn; Miss Eliza- 
beth McClean, of Getty .-burg, and Rev. 
Robert McClean, of Meohanicsburg. 


He was c. member of the Masonic fra- 


ternity. The funeral was held on ilondav 
morning from the Episcopal church of 
The Prince of Peace. Gettysburg, of which 
he was a vestryman for a number of years.

Before coming 
to Gettysburg he was on the faculty of the 
Sheffield Scientific school, connected with 
Yale University, and he will return to that 
institution to become head of the depart­ 
ment of Mechanical Drawipg and De­ 
scriptive Geometry.

Death of Judge McClean. 


After an illness of about ion days from 
plruro pneuonia» Ex-Judge William M<V 
Clean died at his home in Gettysburg 
on Friday morning at 1:10 o’clock. He 
was aged S2 years, 1 month and 17 days. 


Judge McCleanlwas a son of the late 
Moses and Hannah (McConaughy) Me- 
Clean and was born in Gettysburg. He 
attended Pennsylvania College, Gettys­ 
burg, for three years and was compelled to 
give up his studies on account of ill health. 
Later he was graduated from Washing­ 
ton and Jefferson College, and prepared for 
the profession of law at the Harvard LaT<v 
school. 
Returning to Gettysburg, he was 
admitted to the county bar. He was elects 
ed District At torney of Adams county, and 
in 1S74 was the successful candidate of the 
Democratic party for President Judge of 
the county court. After the term of ten 
years, he was unanimously re-elected to 
succcd himself as Judge, the Republicans 
not putting a candidate in the field against 
him. lie was succeeded on the bench in 
1S94 by the present incumbent, Hon, Sam­ 
uel McCurdy Swope. During his service 
on the bench, Judge McClean presided at 
two murder trials, which resulted in a con­ 
viction in each case. The first case was 
that of John Covle, which was transferred 
from York county. Later was the case of 
Henry II cist. Both men were sentenced 
to death by Judge McClean, and were ex­ 
ecuted at the county jail. Upon the elec­ 
tion of Samucl McC. Swope to the bench 
in 1X9*1, Judge McClean again resumed his 
active practice and continued in his pro­ 
fession to the time of his death. 


As a trial-lawyei, Judge McClean had 
no peer in this section of the State, and as 
a Judge, SO per cent, of the cases, appeal­ 
ed from his decisions were upheld by the 
higher courts. 
He was a member of the 
Constitutional convention whith met in 
Philadelphia in 1873 for the purpose of re­ 
vising the constitution of the State. 


Judge McClean was the cadidate of the 
party for Congress in 1902, but was defeats 
ed by D. F. Lafean, the Republican nom­ 
inee.

Private Pawson, in London Recovering 


From Wound, Once Wealthy. 


London.—When William Hargrave 


Pawsou attained his majority, sixteen 
years ago, he came into possession of 
$1,250,000. giving him an income of 
$33,000 a year. Eight years later he 
was forced into bankruptcy. 


At the outbreak of the war Pawson 


joined the crack Eleventh hussars and 
•went to the front as a private soldier, 
was wounded and sent home, but Is 
now convalescent and soon will return 
to the trenches. 


Pawson's story came out in the Lon- 


don court of bankruptcy a few days 
ago before Registrar Brougham on his 
application to be discharged from bank- 
ruptcy. The receiver stated that when 
certain life insurance policies mature 
there will be a surplus- of between $25,- 
000 and 130,000. 


Pawson married when he was twen- 


ty-four years old. His household and 
personal expenses ran to $125rooo a 
year. In eight years he had spent a 
million dollars. He attributed his fail- 
ure to various extravagances, among 
them horse racing and greyhound 
coursing. Impecunious friends also got 
on the "soft side" of him. 


Registrar Brougham, in view of all 


the circumstances, fixed the judgment 
at $25 only, sufficient to comply with 
the statute. 


FRENCH HAVE NEW SHELL 


Said to Increase Tenfold Power of Can- 


non Used In War. 


Paris.—The semiofficial Bulletin des 


Armees says, "Without entering into 
details, which it is impossible to give, 
it is permissible to state that a new 
explosive has recently increased the 
power of French cannon tenfold." 


The bulletin guards the details ol 


manufacture and the composition ol 
the new explosive, but says that it has 
been used with terrible effect in the 
French 73 centimeter (3 inch) field- 
piece. 


Advices from the front recently said 


that the shell, in which the new French 
explosive is used, has caused enormous 
losses in German ranks, at times mow- 
ing down trees and burying the foes in 
the debris. - German prisoners have 
been driven to the point of insanity by 
the destructive effect of the new 
French shells. 


TRADE OF ALLIES HAS 


SUFFERED MUCH MORE 


Their Losses $43,000,000, 


Germany's $13,800,000. 


Washington.—Great Britain has lost; 


far less trade during the war than any 
of her allies, according to figures gath- 
ered by the department of commerce. 
France's sacrifice of American trade 
has been seven times as great as that 
of England. 


During the last seven months, end- 


ing with January, the approximate de- 
crease in the value of goods exported 
by the allies to the United States "was: 
Great Britain, $4,265,000; Belgium, $9,- 
245,000; France, $29,600,000. 


Germany's sales of goods to the 


United States in the same period fell 
off- $13,800,000, as compared with the 
seven months ending with January, 
1914. 


Each of the four nations named ex- 


perienced both gains and losses in their 
various lines of exports to the United 
States in the last seven months. 
Britain's gains were $13,630,000, losses 
$17,900,000; Belgium gained $930,000 
and lost $10,200,000; France gained $ir 
000,000 and lost $30,600,000; Germany 
gained $1,800,000 and lost $15,600,000. 


The chief losses in England's ex- 


port trade to the United States were 
in rubber, uncut diamonds, pig tin, tin 
plate, carpets, cocoa, copper, embroid- 
eries and trimmings, jute fabrics, 
linens, furs, hides and skins, iron and 
its products, gin, whisky and tea. Her 
chief gaius rwere in exports of art 
works, opium, cotton and woollen 
goods, wool, leather and its products, 
paper and books, cut diamonds. 


Germany's chief losses were in art 


works, embroideries, linens, furs, calf 
skins, crude rubber, leather gloves, 
printing paper, clover, silks and em- 
broideries and wines. Her large gains 
•were in leather and wool goods. 


The net losses of the allies hi ex- 


ports to America as compared with 
Germany were: Allies, $43,000,000; 
Germany, $13,800,000. 


There is practically no direct trade 


between Russia and the United States, 
so no account has been taken of the 
figures.

Privatt Pawson, In London Rtc&vtring 
From Wound, Once Wealthy. 


Londou.—When William Hargrave 
Pawson attained his majority, sixteen 
years ago, he came into possession of 
$1,230,000, giving him an income of 
$35,000 a year. Eight years later ho 
was forced into bankruptcy. 


At the outbreak of the war Pawson 
joined the crack Eleventh hussars and 
went to the front as a private soldier» 
was wounded and sent home, but is 
now convalescent and soon will return 
to the trenches. 


Fawson’s story came out in the Lon­ 
don court of bankruptcy a few days 
ago before Registrar Brougham on his 
application to bo discharged from bank­ 
ruptcy, The receiver stated that when 
certain life insurance policies mature 
there will bo a surplus of between $25,- 
000 and $30,000. 


Pawson married when he was twen­ 
ty-four years old. His household and 
personal expenses ran to $125,fo00 a 
year. In eight years he had spent a 
million dollars. lie attributed his fail­ 
ure to various extravagances, among 
them horse racing and greyhound 
coursing. Impecunious friends also got 
on the “soft side” of him.

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FRENCH HAVE NEW SHELL. 


Said to Increase Tenfold Power of C an ­ 
non Used In War. 


Paris.—The semiofficial Bulletin des 
Armees says, “Without entering into 
details, which it is impossible to give, 
it is permissible to state that a new 
explosive has recently increased the 
power of French cannon tenfold.” 


The bulletin guards the details of 
manufacture and the composition of 
the new explosive, but says that it has 
been used with terrible effect in the 
French 73 centimeter (3 inch) field- 
piece. 


Advices from the front recently said 
that the shell, in which the new French 
explosive is used, has caused enormous 
losses in German ranks, at times mow­ 
ing down trees and burying the foes in 
the debris.

SUFFERED MUCH MORE

Their Losses $43,000,000, 
Germany's $13,800,000. 


Washington.—Great Britain has lost 
far less trade during the war than any 
of her allies, according to figures gath­ 
ered by the department of commerce. 
France’s sacrilice of American trade 
has been seven times as great as that 
of England. 


During the last seven months, end­ 
ing with January, the approximate de­ 
crease in the value of goods exported 
by the allies to the United States was: 
Great Britain, $4,205,000; Belgium, $9,- 
245,000; France, $29,GOO.OOO. 


Germany’s sales of goods to the 
United States in the same period fell 
off $13,800,000, as compared with the 
seven months ending with January, 
1914. 


Each of the four nations named ex­ 
perienced both gains and losses in their 
various lines of exports to the United 
States in the last seven months. 
Britain’s gains were $13,630,000, losses 
$17,900,000; Belgium gained $930,000 
and lost $10,200,000; France gained $1,- 
000,000 and lost $30,G00,000; Germany 
gained $1,800,000 and lost $15,(500,000. 


The chief losses in England’s ex­ 
port trade to the United States were 
in rubber, uncut diamonds, pig tin, tin 
plate, carpets, cocoa, copper, embroid­ 
eries and trimmings, jute fabrics, 
linens, furs, hides and skins, iron and 
its products, gin, whisky and tea. Her 
chief gains „were in exports of art 
works, opium, cotton and woollen 
goods, wool, leather and its products, 
puper and books, cut diamonds. 


Germany’s chief losses were in art 
works, embroideries, linens, furs, calf 
skins, crude rubber, leather gloves, 
printing paper, clover, silks and em­ 
broideries and wines. Her large gains 
were in leather and wool goods. 


The net losses of the allies in ex­ 
ports to America as compared with 
Germany were: 
Allies, $43,000,000; 
Germany, $13,800,000. 


There is practically no direct trade 
between Russia and the United. States, 
ho no account has been taken of the 
figures.

In Charg* of Big Government Enter- 
prise—Alaska Northern Route, Sev- 
en ty-o no Milts Long, Bought by Gov- 
ernment. 


Washington.—The two greatest un- 


developed coal fields in America, so 
far as is now known, will be surveyed 
IP detail by the government this sea- 
son, and a year hence it is expected 
they will be ready for commercial op- 
erations. 


To one of these fields a railroad will 


be opened within the year, or as soon 
thereafter as possible. To the other a 
toad will be opened just as soon as 
the examination of physical conditions 
shall make it certain that the terminal 
is satisfactory and the approach to the 
field satisfactory. 


These will be immediate results of 


the action of President Wilson in sign- 
ing the order under which construction 
of the government railroad system In 
Alaska will begin at once. 


The president in signing the order 


designated that the Alaska Northern 
road shall be bought by the govern- 
ment and then extended up the Susitna 
valley to Fairbanks. This will make 
a total of 471 miles of road from tide- 
water at Resurrection bay to Fair- 
banks.
